« persnasion and threats, bave sucoveded’ algo in, 
Rotting many of the jinricksha coolies to join 
, thom, A number of these, however, refaxed to 
“go on strike, and the strikers resorted to strong 
moastires' 10 force them to do so, Shortly 
after nine o'clock on Thursday morning, 
the 26th April, a mob of tho ‘strikers’ as- 
wombled: at the junction of Ice Honse Lane 
and Queen's Road, ‘armed with bamboos and 
sticks, and provonted ali empty jinrickshas 
from pasuing wost of that apot. Tho jinrioksha 
conlias resisted ‘this attempt to coerea them;

- BARRAROUS TREATMENT OF 
CHINESE CRIMINALS. | 


A writer inthe Ohinese Times gives ‘tho f 
lowing secount of a visit to one of tho Peking 
gaola:—An nndorling at one of the county. jails 
in Peking called for me to go and sea a Chris- 

ian confined there, who waa sick. I! had the 
night. beforo agroed security at 
the request of several other Christians, who had 
known him for years, and who had boon informed 
that he was starving “in his preseat confine- 
ment.” I was.readily admitted into the locked 
courtyard of tho jail, and thon into tho throo 


‘{elien building, where about twenty prisoners 


were confined. The wesvern chien was ocoupled, 
like many Chinese houses, with a large bod plat- 
form--K’ang,— loh_sat ubout.o dozer. 
prisovers, The. middle chiew was the opon 
frea part of the room, where many underlings 
wore eating, smoking, talking, etc, with a 
few prisoners among them, The eastern ‘chien 
was partitionod off by heavy ond thick upright 
bara. ‘The floor was made of heavy -planks, and 
yaised about threa foot high.. This floor had a 
little dirty straw upon it, and. was tho bed for 
the dozen prisovers squatting ab the side... They 
had no bedding. Their hair was long and un- 
eared for. They wore white, like plants long con- 
fined from thd. sun, I recognized no familiar 
face among them tint was shown an object strot- 
obed out just close to the bars which all said was 
tha man Lee whom I sought. He grested me, 
and gaid several times, Kiu wo te ming. I fodad 
that he conld not rise, and going in. rained tho 
emaciated form to a sitting postora, bat he had 
no strenyth left, and I laid him back again... He 
‘had on a pair of foreigner's trousers ‘given him 
ly some-one. His upp 
many. His pillow was his old-shoes, lice filled 
hir: Gotha, hair, and beard, and oven were about 
his eyes enough to keep him from opening them. 
The filthy straw amounted to nothing in the 
Meagreness of the quantity to relieve the hard:
